London , April 39 .—In the commons Mon­ 
day, when Gladstone made his great speech, 
after explaining the position of England as 
regards the ameer, and saying that England 
was not bound to sustain Afghanistan m 
anything wrong, but was compelled by sol­ 
emn obligations to sustain him when right, 
the premier said: 
That is the present condition of affairs in 
connection with th e ameer of Afghanistan. 
1 have stated distinctly to the bouse that 
there have been full communications be­ 
tween him and the viceroy of India, and the 
language he holds and the principles he an­ 
nounces are those which absolutely entitle 
him to call upon us to act in concert and 
council with him, to act for him, and as far 
as possible with him, to protect him in the 
po**session of his just rights. 
[Cheers.] 
Well, with this view, a plan was formed 
for the deUmination of the frontier of A f­ 
ghanistan and what was yesterday the Turk­ 
estan country, but what has now become by 
rapid process Russian territory. 
We have 
made very rapid progress ourselves iu va­ 
rious quarters of the world, and the idea 
which, beyond all others, I desire to carry 
along with me at every step of this pain­ 
ful and anxious process is the determina­ 
tion to make every allowance au 1 con­ 
cession to those with whom we are dealing 
that we should claim for ourselves. 
[Cries 
of ‘Hear! Hear? ’] Therefore, I will only say 
that this territory has rapidly become Rus­ 
sian, and that Russia is now in immediate 
contact with Afghanistan, and that the plan 
made for the delimination of the Afghan 
territory has unhappily been frustrated to 
this extent, that it has not yet taken effect 
in 
action. 
The 
circumstances 
of the

carefully 
considered hereafter. 
I am not about to 
examine them now, or make the delay a 
matter of charge, but I must point out a 
notorious fact, that it allowed for military 
advances upon debated ground that were 
obviously aud on the face of them in a high 
degree dangerous to the peace and danger­ 
ous to the future settlement of the ques­ 
tion. 
However, we set ourselves to bring 
about an agreement with Russia by which we 
hoped that those dangers might in a great de­ 
gree be neutralized. 
That agreement was 
concluded on the 16th of March, although it 
has passed by the date of the 17th of March, 
inasmuch as I think that was the date on 
which it was telegraphed to Sir Peter Lu mi* 
den. 
The agreement consists of a covenant 
and a consideration. 
The covenant was the 
Russian troops should not advance or at­ 
tack, provided the Afghan troops did not ad­ 
vance or attack. 
That was the covenant.

of some extraordinary accident, such as a

one heart and one soul and one purpose only 
while, reserving the absolute 
liberty of 
judging the conduct of the government and 
visiting them with its consequences, the 
house will go forward to perform and meet 
the demands of justice and the calls of 
honor, and will, subject only to justice and 
honor, labor for purposes of peace.

Death of Ex-Governor Baker. 
Indianapo lis 
, April 29 .—Conrad Baker, 
ex-governor of this state, died Tuesday a ft­ 
ernoon of paralysis of the pleuro-gastrio 
nerve. 
He was 67 years of age. 
Governor Baker was bom in Franklin 
county, Pennsylvania, Feb. 12, 1819 . 
Ho 
was educated at Pennsylvania college, Get­ 
tysburg. 
His preceptor in 
the 
study 
of law was the late Thaddeus Stevens. 
He 
as admitted to practice in 1839 , and 
he moved to Evansville in 1841. 
He resided 
there until the office of governor devoted 
upon him by the election of Governor Mor­ 
ton to the United States senate in J anuary, 
1867, since which time he had lived in 
Indianapolis. 
In 
1845 
he was elected 
representative from Vanderourgh county, 
•erving one term. 
In 1852 he was elected 
judge of the court of common pleas, serving 
eighteen 
months 
and 
then 
resigning. 
In 1856 he was nominated for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor by the Republican party on the ticket 
with Governor Morton, and in 1864 he 
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was 
placed on the ticket with Governor 
time elected. 
In 1868 he 
was nominated against T. A. Hendricks 
for governor, 
and defeated him bv 9 61 
votes. 
Retiring from office in 
1872, ha 
was succeeded by Mr. Hendricks, whose
